Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the Honorable School Committee, Board of Select- 
men, and Citizens of North Kennebunkport: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


It is with unusual pleasure that I submit this, my 
fourteenth annual report of schools. 

The statistical data of your school census reveals an 
ever increasing school problem. Indeed your census 1s 
at an all-time high with 28 more pupils between the ages 
of five and twenty-one than has been registered in 20 
years. For instance, there are more than twice the num- 
ber of census pupils than were reported in the year 1931. 
Over the fourteen years I have been in charge of your 
schools the enrollment of scholars in your schools has 
risen correspondingly with the growth of the census. In 
1926 there were only 54 pupils attending school. This 


year there are 146 pupils attending your schools. 


Your schools with the exception of the North Chapel 
school are crowded to capacity with little chance of 
expansion. Your elementary system may need a new 
school room and another teacher this coming fall. This 
will be serious and special consideration should be given 
as to how the town proposes to handle this erowing 


school problem. At the same time your elementary 


28 


schools began to overflow their accommodations, the 
secondary tuition began also to rapidly demand an en- 


larged budget. 


In 1926 only three school buildings were in service, 
now six are either crowded or overflowing. in 1926 there 
were 10 pupils in the High School, where as in 1939 we 
are reporting 25 pupils in High School. This growth and 
added expense comes at’a time when your tax structure 
is less able to bear this extra burden than it was when 
your town was set off by itself. The growth in school 
population is far (and away) out of proportion with the 


tax income this increased population represents. 


In December 1938 data showing the per capita cost 
of school and municipal expense per dollar of valuation 
were given out by the State. This year the average of 
school rates is .01270 while the average of municipal 
rates is .05732 taken on a State wide basis. North Kenne- 
bunkport has a school rate of .01642 and a municipal rate 
of .064. In other words your school rate is .00372 above 
the average taken on a State wide basis. At the same time 
your municipal rate exceeds the State average .0068 


cents per dollar of valuation. 


At the last legislature an equalization fund was set up 
which has helped us in purchasing such books as could 
not have been provided otherwise. The teachers were 
given overloaded grades and a slight increase was given 
from this fund to compensate for the extra work. More- 


over, certain supplies were purchased which could not 
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have been had except for this equalization fund provided 


by the State. 


In allocating the equalization fund the State Commis- 
sioner, Bertram E. Packard, sent the following definite 
iistructions: ~“Youshould iurther,” said’ he, “bear. in 
mind that the equalization fund cannot be considered as 
tax reduction measure.” The reason for this is that the 
equalization fund is insufficient to meet the full need as- 
to the guaranteeing of a minimum programme, and 
should be regarded by school officials, and thoroughly 
explained to citizens, as a fund to improve educational 
opportunities in the sharing towns beyond those afforded 
by current appropriations. You must, of course, bear in 
mind that in order for a town to share, its appropriation 
must be such as to make a tax rate equal to or in excess 
of the average of tax rates for the school maintenance. 
The amounts available for distribution will be appor- 
tioned to the one hundred eighty-three towns on a per- 
centage. basis of need, the percentage starting at 50% 
for towns barely meeting the requirements for eligibility 
and increasing to 90% for towns having the highest tax 


rate for the support of schools, as follows: 


50% to Towns having a school rate between .01270 


and .01350 


60% to Towns having a school rate between .01350 


and -.01550 


70% to Towns having a school rate between .01550 


and .01750 
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80% to Towns having a school rate between .01750 
and .02050 


00% to Towns having a school rate between .02050

This past year the fund amounted to $587. If you 
follow through with the needed budget as recommended, 
I shall hope, all things being equal, such as census, en- 
rollment, etc., the equalization fund will likely be $634. 


for the ensuing year. 


The health conditions in your schools are generally 
much better than last year. There has been no general 
epidemic. The usual colds have prevailed but no greater 


than is to be found under winter conditions. 


At the end of the fall term in December, Mrs. Grace 
Ham Smith asked for a leave of absence for the re- 
mainder of the year. This was granted and a substitute 
teacher, Miss Roberta McCarthy, was sent to the North 
Chapel school to fill out the year. Miss McCarthy is a 
eraduate of Kent State University in Ohio and should 
be well qualified for this work. I am sorry to report that 
the discipline at the North Chapel school has been a very 
disquieting problem for the Superintending School Com- 
mittee and the teacher. I sincerely hope the discipline 


problem at North Chapel will soon be adjusted. 


I feel that vour town has carried through the depres- 
sion and done all you can to help maintain good schools. 
You certainly can meet the problems immediately 


ahead of you with a knowledge that in some respects vou 


al 


are better off than twover three years apo. It can be 
pointed out that the equalization fund has given extra 
books and supplies that makes possible good work that 


otherwise would be impossible. 


In conclusion I wish to thank the teachers for the 
cooperation and fine devotion they have given to their 
work. It has been of a high type and very progressive. 
The Superintending School Committee has been willing | 
to devote much earnest thought to school affairs and 
have been helpful on all occasions. The citizens for the 
most part have been proud of the achievements of their 
pupils and have supported the school programme loyally. 
Finally, let me say that much good teaching and a high 
goal of attainment has been reached in your schools this 


past year.

Article 4. To see what sum of money. the town will 


vote to raise for the support of common schools. 
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Article 5. To see what sum of money the town will 


vote to raise for high school tuition. 


Article 6. To see what sum of money the town will 


vote to raise for repairs and insurance on school build- 


ings. 


Article 7. To see what sum of money the town will 


vote to raise for free textbooks. 


Article 8. To see what sum of money the town will 


vote to raise for school supplies. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money the town will 


vote to raise for the salary of superintendent of schools. 


Article 10. To see what sum of money the town will 


vote to raise for the repair of roads and bridges. 


Article 11. To see what sum of money shall be paid 
to the road commissioners per day for their services, and 


fix the price per hour for labor on highways. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to divide the 
common road appropriation between its road commis- 


sioners on a mileage basis. 


Article 13. To see what sum the town will appro- 


priate for State aid road construction (in addition to the 
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amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, highways 
and bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 
28, Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the provisions of 


section 3, Chapter 229, Public Laws of 1937.
